WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP) 
~Dr. Henry Welch, who was re- 
ported to have augmented his 
federal pay with more than a 
. Quarter million dollars from oth- 
er sources, quit his Government 
job yesterday. He denied any 
wrongdoing. 

Welch’s resignation as $17,500- 
a-year chief of the Food and 
Drug Administration’s antibio- 
tics division was demanded by 
Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare Arthur S. Flem- 
ming. 

This was after the Senate 
Anti-Trust and Monopoly sub- 
committee heard testimony 
Wednesday that Welch had re- 
ceived $287,142 since 1953, pri- 
marily from the sale of reprints 
of scientific articles used to ad- 
vertise and promote drug prod- 
ucts. 

In a letter of resignation to 
Food and Drug Commissioner 
George P. Larrick, Welch de- 
fended his outside activities as 


editor and writer for medical | 


and scientific journals. 

“In a non-political atmosphere 
the way to evaluate my editorial 
activities which had been ap- 
proved and reapproved by my 
superiors, would be to review 
the publication,” he said. ‘‘Like 
any editor, I may have made 
mistakes in judgments or evalua- 
tions, but I challenge anyone to 
search the journals and come up 
with any article, paragraph or 
sentence which reflects a lack 
of editorial or scientific integ- 
OR. «ss 

“In a non-political atmosphere, 
the validity of my actions as a 
Government administrator could 
be reviewed and evaluated calm- 
ly, too. My confidence in the 
outcome of such a review is 
based on the fact that I was 
frequently criticized from the 
public platform and otherwise 
by spokesmen for industry who 
attacked me for being a ‘too 
touch bureaucrat.’ ”’ 

Flemming said that Welch had 
deliberately misled his superiors 
in receiving compensation ‘‘far 
beyond what is the commonly 
accepted concept of an honorar- 
jum.” 

Welch, reported ill with a heart 
ailment, did not appear before 
the subcommittee. His applica- 
tion for disability retirement has 
been approved effective June 1, 
and Flemming said the resigna- 
tion would not affect his retire- 
ment rights. 

If the resignation had not been 
forthcoming immediately, Flem- 
ming said ouster charges would 
have been preferred under civil 
service regulations.

SCHOOL BILL 
SENT TO ROUSE 


WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP) 
—A $975,000,000 school bill was 
cleared for action in the House 
yesterday and plenty of action 
appears assured. 

A long, argument-filled session 
of the Rules Committee ended 
with the bill squeaking through 
7 to 5. This gave a taste of 
what may happen when the bill 
goes to the floor next Wednes- 
day. 

Except for aiding school dis- 
tricts having a large number of 
federal employes, the House in 
the past has consistently refused 
to grant money for local schools. 

Representative Graham A. 
Barden (Dem.), North Carolina, 
keynoted the opposition when he 
said yesterday: 

“The Federal Government 
ought to keep its nose out of 
education and I’m not going to 
be the one to push it in.’’ 

Backers of the bill are confi- 
dent they can get it through, 
however. Teachers organiza- 
tions, labor unions and other in- 
terested groups have been work- 
ing hard in its behalf. 

The measure would provide 
$325,000,000 a year for each of 
three years, solely for school 
construction. After the first year 
states would have to match fed- 
eral funds. 

The bill is a watered-down 
version of the bill that passed 
the Senate earlier in the ses- 
sion. The Senate version would 
authorize $1,800,000,000 in grants 
over a two-year period, and 
give the states the right to use 
the money for teacher salaries 
as well as construction. 

Representative Frank Thomp- 
son Jr. (Dem.), New Jersey, au- 
thor of the. House bill, said it 
would provide 45,000 classrooms, 
well below the estimated short- 
age of 130,000. ‘ 

He called it modest in scope 
and said it was designed frank- 
ly to get the most votes possible 
in the House and win President 
Eisenhower’s approval. 

The Administration has pro- 
posed that the Federal Govern- 
ment underwrite state school 
bonds for five years and pay 
half the interest and carrying 
charges instead of making 
grants. That proposal is ex- 
pected to be offered as a sub- 
stitute when the Thompson bill 
goes to the floor. 

One Republican, Representa- 
tive B. Carroll Reece of Ten- 
nessee, voted with six Demo- 
crats to turn the Thompson bill 
loose. Three Republicans and 
two Southern Democrats voted 
against it. 


Korean Army Chief Resigns. 

SEOUL, May 20 (AP)—South 
Korea’s army chief of staff, Lt. 
Gen, Song Yo-chan, resigned to- 
day and asked for retirement. 
Song, 42 years old, had been 
martial law commander since 
the April 19 student uprising 
that toppled Syngman Rhee’s 
regime. 


JERUSALEM, May 20 (AP) — 
Remains of a prehistoric man 
who lived 500,000 years ago have 
been found near Afikim on the 
west bank of the Jordan river, a 
Hebrew University spokesman 
announced yesterday. 

He said the discovery was 
made by chance when a bull- 
dozer leveled a piece of land 
belonging to the Afikim settle- 
ment Residents’ called in 
Hebrew University scientists. 

The spokesman termed the dis- 
covery the oldest prehistoric site 
so far found in the Middle East. 
He said it was only the third of 
its kind ever found in the world. 

Along with the human re- 
mains, he said, were stone tools 
and the fossil remains of ani- 
mals which were killed for food 
by Stone Age men. The animal 
bones found belonged to 35 dif- 
ferent species, most of them now 
extinct in that region.

faces the street and three face 
the side yard. 

Lot area requirements for du- 
plex dwelling units would be 
increased under the zoning 
changes from 2000 square feet 
per family to 2500 feet. 

In single family dwelling dis- 
tricts, a minimum four feet is 
now required between the build- 
ing and side yard property line. 
The total is to be increased to 
five feet under the new proposals. 

Each dwelling would have one 
off-street parking space. One 
space for each two units is now 
required. 

In high density multiple dwel- 
ling areas designated as ‘‘D’’ 
and ‘‘E” districts, increases in 
lot areas and parking spaces 
would also be required. Hotels, 
which must now provide one 
parking space for every six 
sleeping rooms, would be re- 
quired to have one space for 
every four sleeping rooms, 
OZARK AIRLINES GETS 

CURTIS BACKING ON ROUTES 
Special to the Post-Dispatch: 

WASHINGTON, May 20— Op- 
position to a proposal to give 
Central Airlines’ authority to 
operate between Oklahoma City, 
Springfield, Mo. and St. Louis 
was expressed today by United 
States Representative Thomas 
B. Curtis (Rep.), St. Louis. 

Appearing before the Civil 
Aeronautics Board in a hearing 
on the Kansas-Oklahoma case, 
Curtis said a route from Spring- 
field and Joplin to St. Louis 
should be awarded to Ozark 
Airlines. This, he said, would 
connect the two southwest Mis- 
souri cities with all other points 
in the state now having any type 
of air transportation. The Cen- 
tral Airlines proposal had been 
made by United States Senators 
A. S. Mike Monroney and Robert 
S. Kerr, Oklahoma Democrats. 

Curtis also asked that Ozark 
be authorized to fly a route from 
Fayetteville, Ark., to St. Louis 
and Fort Smith, Ark., to Joplin.

1. The total was slightly under | 
the $1,228,653,000 sought by Presi- | 
dent Eisenhower in his proposed | 
budget, but was higher than the | 
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$1,127,204,209 voted last year by | 
Congress. 
Low-Water Dam. 

Also included in the bill was 
$1,500,000 for construction of a| 
low-water dam on the Mississippi | 
river a short distance down- | 
stream from the Chain of Rocks | 
bridge at St. Louis. It is in- | 
tended to provide better naviga- | 
tion through the Alton (Ill.) and | 
Chain. of Rocks canal locks in 
periods of low water. - | 

Other projects in the St. Louis | 
area that would be financed by 
the bill in the next fiscal year) 
are raising of levees in East St. 
Louis and vicinity to provide a 
protection level of 52 feet on the | 
St. Louis gauge and continued 
construction of thé Carlyle (Ill.) | 
dam and reservoir on the Kas- | 
kaskia river. | 

The East St. Louis levee proj- |

The instructions came from 
Gardiner Symonds, board chair- 
man of Midwestern and its par- 
ent firm, Tennessee Gas Trans- 
mission Co. of Houston, Tex. 
The instructions, he said, were 
that Corcoran advise the FPC 
that if a Canadian contract to 
gas expired it could not be 
renegotiated at the same prices 
and that if a rate of return was 
less than 7 per cent, the $52,000,- 
000 pipeline probably could not 
be financed. 

Corcoran has testified that he

On this limited ground, there

miles-an-hour bomber. 


These additions would have no 
immediate effect on the defense 
posture.

Your recent photo coverage of the 
New York “painters’ protest” and 
your previous articles on this sub- 
ject prompt me to register further 
criticism of the present dominance 
of non-objective painting in this 
country. 

There is much just criticism to 
be leveled at the lack of catholicity 
in the policies of many galleries, 
especially since there are many se- 
rious, responsible and competent 
painters exploring a wide variety 
of valid modes of expression. How- 
ever, at least the public may choose 
the galleries it prefers to attend. 

This matter of choice, or even 
exposure to varied ideas is quite 
limited for another group of art- 
minded individuals in the current 
American scene. This group is the 
*“‘capiive audience’”’ of art students 
in some of our educational institu- 
tions 

This group may suffer from the 
rigid conformity imposed upon 
them by the non-objective painter 
long after he and his ‘‘mode’’ have 
become passe. 

These schools have gone so ex- 
clusively to the non-representational 
anoroach that the student is de- 
p ived of a sound grounding in the 
basic tools of the painter’s trade— 
i«., a thorough training in draw- 
ing, knowledge of the technical as- 
pects of the medium, and broad 
exposure to many manners of ex- 
pression. Without these a student 
has little depth from which to draw 
forth his own particular expressive 
form. 

Not only have these painters suc- 
ceeded in eliminating man from 
their scene, but they have elimi- 
nnted any form of self-discipline 
aud responsibility to self as well, 
resulting in repetitious statements 
barren of content.

Look to Our Defenses 


A sober look at the state of the nation’s 
defenses is in order after Mr. Khrushchev's 
fulminations at Paris. 

It is quite possible that the cold war, with 
a heightening of Moscow’s cruder forms of 
military threats and pressures, is going to 
last a long time. Whether'we like it or not, 
we may have to live dangerously. But as long 
as we possess and make evident the power 
to retaliate quickly, surely and devastatingly, 
the chances are good that not even Mr. 
Khrushchev would become so deranged that 
he would plunge the world into the nuclear 
holocaust that no sane person wants. 

What would be the quickest means of in- 
creasing our deterrent power? Gen. White, 
Air Force Chief of Staff, says two more 
squadrons of Atlas intercontinental ballistic 
missiles added to the 13 we plan to have in 
1963. Is that the answer? Only partially, 
but it illustrates a truth. The weaponry of 
today requires years before it emerges from 
the appropriations bills and the blueprints. 
As Lt. Gen. Bernard A. Schriever, head of the 
Air Research and Defense Command, told 
Congress recently: “Increasing the number 
of missiles in your inventory isn’t like turning 
on a faucet.”

It is earnestly to be hoped that the Senate, 
now considering the military budget for fiscal 
year 1961, will see that other changes are 
made. The House, in its extensive carpentry 
on the budget as planned by the Administra- 
tion, worked it into much better shape but 
added only $121,967,000. By cutting out a 
$234,000,000 aircraft carrier, knocking out 
the Bomarc-B anti-aircraft missile, and other 
switching of funds, the House did find some 
additional money that was badly needed for 
Polaris-firing submarines, anti-submarine war- 
fare, transport aircraft, Army modernization, 
airborne alert capability and speedup on bal- 
listic missiles. What the House did not do 
the Senate should look into diligently. 

For instance, strong evidence has been of- 
fered for restoration of the B-70 bomber pro- 
gram which was to provide 60 of these 2000- 
mile-an-hour planes. If, as is sometimes ar- 
gued, it is too late to pick up on the B-7Q 
there is the B-58, a smaller bomber with 1300 
mile speed, which could be brought closer 
to the B-70 in capability and be operational 
in 1963. There also is a strong case for the 
Navy’s big carrier which is badly needed for 
today’s jet planes.

It is entirely possible that as much as 
$3,000,000,000 might be added to the budget 
with great advantage to our defense posture. 
The United States is devoting only 9.5 per cent 
of its gross national product to security while 
Soviet Russia is spending 25 per cent. The 
handicap of a low budget ceiling, made man- 
datory by the Bureau of the Budget, has been 
doubly crippling. For the last several years 
at least, the military budget has been inade- 
quate, and at a level of about 40 billion dol- 
lars, has suffered from the effects of rising 
costs of materials and labor. 

The Administration has repeated over and 
over that the nation’s defense posture is ade- 
quate for today. If that was ever true, it is 
not now. We have fewer than 10 ICBMs, the 
Polaris missile for submarines will not be op- 
erational before the year’s end, the mobile 
Minuteman is two years away and the Titan 
is still months away. 

There is no reason for a hysterical crash 
program, but clearly the Senate must make a 
responsible and sober effort to enhance our 
defense posture. In our opinion an increased 
defense budget was needed when the Admin- 
istration made its recommendations last Janu- 
ary. It is doubly needed today. The ability 
of the next President to negotiate with the 
Kremlin will be determined in part by the 
strength he commands. The decisions to in- 
crease that strength must be taken now. 


To Robe or Not to Robe? 


Should Missouri’s judges, including even 
its police magistrates, appear in court robed 
or disrobed—well, not really disrobed—but in 
business suits, sports jackets, cover-alls or 
garments other than the gowns which will 
be rented in such large numbers for next 
month’s graduation exercises? 

Judge S. P. Dalton of the State Supreme 
Court has his learned brethren in an uproar 
over this problem in gents’ furnishings. Is it 
more noble, more conducive to even-handed 
justice for his Honor to stride into the 
courtroom in the homespun of our firm-char- 
actered ancestors? Or should he appear in 
the foreign gown of those who in a foreign 
land hammered out the common law and the 
principles of freedom which he administers? 

We are all for dignity and the robe, for 
order and decorum in the court. It may take 
more than a robe to make a seemly judge, 
but why not allow him every last bit of help 
—even if a robe or the lack of a robe will not 
make a bit of difference to the unhappy mis- 
creant who hears the stern judgment: “Sixty 
days and $100.” 


The Old Nixon Is Back 


Vice President Nixon is courting serious 
political trouble in trying to convert the spy 
plane and summit failures to his political ad- 
vantage. Yet that appears to be what he was 
attempting to do in his press conference in 
Syracuse, N.Y. 

The Democrats, he said, could investigate 
the “intelligence gap” if they believed the 
President should have apologized to Premier 
Khrushchev. This distorted way of phrasing 
the issue is pure “old Nixon.” Then he dis- 
closed that the United States had found that 
two Russian U.N. employes were spying in 
Springfield, Mass., last fall but did not make 
an issue of the case during Khrushchev’s visit. 

No leading Democrat, as far as we know, is 
Suggesting that the President apologize to 
Khrushchev. Beyond reasonable criticism of 
the handling of the U-2 spy plane incident, 
most Democrats have exhibited unusual re- 
straint in an effort to weld national unity on 
policy toward Russia. Senators Johnson and 
Fulbright, Speaker Rayburn and Adlai E. 
Stevenson even took the extreme step of 
cabling President Eisenhower at Paris to up- 
hold his hand in his controversy with Khrush- 
chev. Is Mr. Nixon now challenging the op- 
position to be more irresponsible than he has 
been? 

It is irresponsible to reveal official infor- 
mation on a hitherto secret spy case, perhaps 
by using FBI files, for personal political ad- 
vantage. And it is no contribution to rational 
debate to equate the U-2 incursion over for- 
eign territory with a spy case so minor that 
one of the spies remains in this country. 

Senator Gore of Tennessee asks whether 


this is the new Nixon or the old Nixon speak- 
ing. That is an inevitable question. The old 
Nixon relied heavily on partisan distortion of 
issues like this. The new Nixon, according 


-to the cultivated image, was to avoid McCarthy 


techniques and be an apostle of peace. He 
did not shun credit for arranging the Khrush- 
chev visit or for the improvement in relations 
with Russia which have now turned sour. 

Has Mr. Nixon now reversed his image 
again? If so, partisan Democratic hostility 
is not all that he risks. The voting public 
may wonder which of the various images of 
Mr. Nixon to take at face value. 


The Council’s Pay Bill 


The County Council’s bill submitting a 
Charter amendment to increase its own pay 
and that of the Supervisor is defective in at 
least three respecis. Salaries of Councilmen 
would jump from $1500 a year to $4800; that 
of the Council Chairman to $6000, and an 
$18,500 ceiling would be set for the Supervisor. 

First, the Councilmen are hardly the most 
disinterested and detached judges of what 
their jobs are worth. A Charter amendment 
of this kind ought not to originate behind the 
closed doors of a Council caucus; it should 
come from a citizens’ review of the particular 
provisions involved, and preferably from a 
review of the whole Charter. 

Second, the provision that the amendment 
would be effective upon passage at the Aug. 
2 primary is a clear violation of the spirit if 
not the precise command of the Missouri Con- 
stitution, which in Article VII, Section 18 de- 
clares: “The compensation of state, county 
and municipal officers shall not be increased 
during the term of office; nor shall the term 
of any officer be extended.” 

Third, although the amendment as it stands 
permits the Council to set the Supervisor’s 
salary at not more than $18,500, it also would 
permit the Councilmen to pay the Supervisor 
$1, since no floor is provided. This would 
make the Supervisor subservient to the Coun- 
cil; virtually destroy his power of veto, there- 
by upsetting an essential check and balance, 
and tend to encourage legislative meddling 
in administrative affairs. 

If an amendment of this kind must be sub- 
mitted, why shouldn’t it be at the November 
general election when the turnout of voters 
will be much greater than at the August pri- 
mary,. when the will of the party organiza- 
tions carries such great weight? Why the 
hurry? There is no emergency; the Super- 
visor and the Councilmen knew what the jobs 
paid when they ran for office. If they are 
dissatisfied they can always quit. 

Under the circumstances, it seems to us, 
the Councilmen would be wise to withdraw 
the bill and then appoint a citizens’ commit- 
tee to recommend the next step to take, if any. 


Spreading Slum Germs 


We hope Mayor Tucker will consider as- 
signing the highest priority to the task of 
combatting decay in areas adjacent to the Mill 
Creek Valley urban renewal area. We are 
thinking in terms of a determined, massive 
effort by the City Administration to detect, 
abate and prosecute violations of zoning and 
minimum housing standards ordinances in 
those areas. 

Judging by the concern of many neighbor- 
hood improvement groups, the situation is 
serious. In the absence of vigorous support 
from City Hall, the Mill Creek project could 
result in the relocation of the city’s slums, not 
in their elimination. If that is permitted to 
happen the city will be not much better off 
than before the headache balls began banging 
away in Mill Creek. 

Public Safety Director Sestric says the city 
does not have sufficient fire-safety and zoning 
inspectors to conduct complete inspections 
throughout the city continuously; as a result 
it must concentrate its efforts in the worst 
areas. In effect he is saying the concentration 
could be in the West End, if that area were 
given top priority, as we think it deserves. 

The city also might attempt t6 enlist’ the 
support of the Police Department, which’ is 
responsible for enforcing city ordinances as 
well as state law. It is difficult to believe 
the Police Board would be unresponsive to 
such an appeal. It also is difficult to believe 
that the city can’t lick this problem if it 
devotes its maximum resources to the job. 


What Was the FDA Doing? 


The well-nigh incredible case of Dr. Henry 
Welch, who has been profiting even more 
from the antibiotics industry than he has from 
his post as the Government’s regulator of that 
industry, brings up a question. What has 
Food and Drug Commissioner George P. Lar- 
rick been doing all the time this disgraceful 
performance has been going on? 

The Food and Drug Administration, under 

Commissioner Larrick’s direction, made a 
poor showing in the cases of the tainted cran- 
berries and the tainted caponettes ‘late last 
year. Secretary Flemming of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare stepped in and handled the 
matter himself. Now the Secretary has had 
to step in personally again to-put an end to 
a scandal which the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration has been allowing to go on for 10 
years. 
' During the last six of these years Mr. Lar- 
rick has been commissioner of the FDA, For 
three years before that he was deputy com- 
missioner. Surely it was his responsibility, 
which it should have occurred to him at some 
time during all this while to carry out, to 
check Dr. Welch’s story that he was drawing 
only a nominal sum as editor of two antibi- 
otics magazines and part-owner of a medical 
encyclopedia. 

The Food and Drug Administration is only 
one of Secretary Flemming’s responsibilities; 
among the others are such large organizations 
as the Social Security Administration, the 
Public Health Service, and the Office of Edu- 
cation. An area so vast is too much for any 
one man to administer in detail. He must de- 
pend largely upon the agency administrators 
under him. The detail of verifying that Dr. 
Welch was in position to give his undivided 
loyalty to the FDA was surely one for which 
the Secretary should have been able to depend 
upon the agency’s own heads, 

Is the Food and Drug Administration being 
run well or weakly? For the second time in 
less than a year a rather startling public indi- 
cation is given that it may be the latter. We 
should like to see a congressional inquiry go 
more thoroughly into this question, one of 
ever-increasing importance in these days when 
regulation of the chemicals in foods, cosmet- 
ics and pesticides ‘calls for an FDA that is 
alert, skilled, and dedicated in the public’s 
protection.

Wiretapping: Lawless Law Enforcement 
U.S. Statute Forbids Taps, but Few Violators Are Prosecuted

Wiretapping as a weapon of law en- 
forcement goes back to prohibition. 
In 1928 Justice Brandeis reported that 
“discovery and invention have made it 
possible for the Government, by means 
far more effective than stretching 
upon the rack, to obtain disclosure in

closet.”” But Justice Brandeis, Justice 
Holmes, Justice Stone and Justice But- 
ler were one shy of a majority.

in 1934 of the Fed-

‘tions Act forbade

‘‘the fruit of the poisonous tree.”’ 
Section 605 of the Federal Communi- 
cations Act emphatically declares that 
*‘no person shall intercept any com- 
munication and divulge or publish the 
existence, contents, substance, pur- 
port, effect or meaning of such inter- 
cepted communication... .” 


Wiretapping by federal officials has, 
however, continued unabated. Mr. J. 
Edgar Hoover has stated that the 
practice is confined to “‘cases involv- 
ing espionage, sabotage, grave risks 
to internal security, or when human 
lives are in jeopardy.’’ The practice 
is rationalized on the basis of an ex-

- tremely dubious assertion that, under 


the statute, interception is not in itself 
unlawful—that no crime is committed 
until one undertakes to “‘intercept and 
. . » divulge’’—and on the wholly un- 
supportable further ground that when 
one government official reveals an in- 
tercepted communication to another 
government official, he does not “di- 
vulge” the communication. 

The few attempts to prosecute for 
the federal crime of wiretapping seem 
to have been directed at unofficial 
wiretapping—e. g., persons engaged in 
extortion, or “private ears” who for

hire will eavesdrop on a spouse or on 
a business competitor. So far as is 
known, no federal prosecutions have 
been instituted against state police or 
state prosecutors engaged in wire- 
tapping. 

To be sure, many states prohibit 
wiretapping, and some—of which New 
York is a conspicuous example—per- 
mit wiretapping if law enforcement 
officials persuade a judge (in a ju- 
dicial proceeding which does not, of 
course, involve notice to the prospec- 
tive tappee) that tapping a phone is 
likely to uncover evidence of a crime. 

In a case which reached the Su- 
preme Court two years ago, a federal 
conviction depended on evidence un- 
covered by New York City policemen 
who had tapped pursuant to a New 
York court order. The Court reversed 
the federal conviction, and took occa- 
sion explicitly to declare the invalidity 
of the New York statute. 


Unabashed, New York police, prose- 
cutors and judges have continued to 
participate in, or at least to facilitate, 
flagrant and widespread breach of the 
congressional mandate.. And, through 
the acquiescence of federal prosecu- 
tors, this lawlessness goes unpunished.

trials that wiretapped testimony was 
to be introduced against them, turned 
to the federal courts in New York to 
seek injunctions against the introduc- 
tion of the testimony. Their requests 
for the federal judicial intervention 
culminated last month in the very im- 
portant and highly perplexing Pugach 
decision by the United States Court of 
Appeals for the Second Circuit. 

Those seeking injunctions in the 
Pugach case wanted federal judicial 
protection from federal crimes which 
were about to be perpetrated against 
them — the disclosure in their state 
criminal trials of their intercepted tele- 
phone conversations. Courts have been 
most reluctant, except in labor dis- 
putes, to issue injunctions against the 
commission of a crime. However, this 
understandable reluctance presupposes 
that the accused would be criminally 
prosecuted for his acts. And precisely 
that presupposition is untenable where 
no attempt is ever made to punish. 
Nevertheless the court of appeals re- 
fused the requested relief. Only Judge 
Charles E. Clark dissented. 


If the Supreme Court were to re- 
verse the Second Circuit’s decision 
something salutary would be accom- 
plished. But more is needed than au- 
thority to enjoin disclosure of the 
occasional wiretap whose existence is 
known in advance of trial. 

Congress could amend Section 605 
so as to invalidate state convictions 
based on wiretap evidence. But such 


_ legislation would produce howls of an- 
Con- 


guish from state prosecutors. 
versely, some of the prevalent illegali- 
ties of state officials could at least-be 
legitimized if Congress were to amend 
Section 605, as Congressmen Celler 
and Senator Keating now propose. But 
Congress has for years turned an en- 
couragingly deaf ear to proposals to 
give any statutory blessing to wire- 
tapping. 

If the federal statute stays as it is, 
one can only hope that federal law 
enforcement officers will come to rec- 
ognize their obligation to prosecute 
every person—public or private—who 
continues to violate it.

sues of peace and war. Mr. 
Khrushchev’s harsh and intem- 
perate language has produced 
a reaction and evoked sympathy 
for the plight of the President. 

But we must have no illu- 
sions about the depth and the 
extent of the loss of confidence 
in American leadership, in the 
judgment, sagacity, and political 
competence of the Government 
in Washington. 


These are hard words. But in 
what other words shall we de- 
scribe the performance on Sun- 
day night when the Secretary of 
Defense, who is in Paris as one 
of the President’s advisors, or- 
dered a worldwide alert of Amer- 
ican combat forces? 


(| On Sunday night Mr. Macmil- 

lan and Gen. De Gaulle were 
:| still struggling to find some way 
out of the affair of the spy 
plane. Yet this was the time 
chosen by the Secretary of De- 
fense to “stage a world-wide 
readiness exercise” which, 
though not the last stage before 
actual war, is one of the pre- 
liminary stages to it. 


Why Sunday of all days? 
With Mr. K in Paris 


This blunder was not the work 
of some forgotten colonel on a 
Turkish air field. This was the 
work of the Secretary of De- 
fense and of the President. The 
timing of the “exercise” was 
just a shade worse than sending 
off the U-2 on its perilous mis- 
sion two weeks before ‘the 
summit. 


The timing of the so-called 
exercise makes no sense what- 
ever. For if the alert was con- 
cerned with a possible surprise 
attack, when in the name of 
common sense could there be 
less danger of a surprise attack 
on the Western world than when 
Mr. K. in person was in Paris? 

Unhappily, too, Secretary 
Gates’s ‘“‘exercise’’ was just 
about as incompetently admin- 
istered at the top as was the 
affair of the spy plane. 


Feckless, Haphazard. 


This time, it appears, the top 
people forgot to say anything 
about the “exercise” to their 
press officers who did not know 
what to say, and were not even 
in their offices, when the public 
was being frightened by the ‘‘ex- 
ercise.”’ 

A great government faced with 

a most formidable adversary, 
itself the leader, champion, and 
mainstay of the non-Communist 
world, cannot be conducted in 
such a feckless and haphazard 
way. 
. That is the damage that first 
must be repaired before we can 
begin to deal with the general 
international wreckage, and to 
‘regain our confidence in our- 
selves.

One of the more picturesque 
subdivision developments in the 
western part of St. Louis county 
is Post Oak Road. This consists 
of 27 acres of ground, consider- 
ably rolling, with a two-acre 
pond (or lake). In the 27 acres 
there is one winding road, with 
four cul-de-sac off-shoots. The 
last of these cul-de-sacs eventu- 
ally will lead into an extension 
of the main road beyond the 
current development.

Take Realistic 
Look at Owning 


Home, Is Advice 


URBANA — Long before the 
wedding, the bride-to-be and her 
fiance will want to take a real- 
istic look at the cost of owning 
a home. 

Russell M. Nolen, professor of 
finance at the University of Illi- 
nois, cautions couples that the 
down payment is only part of 
the cost. The full expense in- 
cludes such costs as property 
taxes, insurance, upkeep, ‘‘clos- 
ing” and legal services, plus the 
monthly payments of principal 
and interest. 

Taxes are levied by counties 
and cities on personal property, 
buildings and land. In addition 
to these taxes, there may be spe- 
cial assessments for civic im- 
provements, such as_ streets, 
lights and sewers. The accurate 
amounts of these taxes and as- 
sessments may be obtained from 
the local assessor or county 
treasurer. 


Insurance for, home owners in- 
cludes prot against fire, 
wind and othef hazards. Lending 
agencies require certain types of 
insurance. Other insurance cov- 
erage, such as public liability 
and title insurance, may be to 
the home owner’s advantage. All 
policies should allow enough to 
protect the home owner’s as well 
as the lending agency’s share in 
the property. 

Upkeep costs usually vary with 
the age of the house. The newer 
the house, the less the upkeep. 
But regardless of age, a house 
will require some upkeep. This 
amount will increase each year 
as new features are added or old 
ones are remodeled. 

“Closing’’ or 
costs must be paid before the 
buying deal is closed. 
costs include appraisal fees and 
fees for recording the mortgage 
and warranty deeds. 

Legal charges for examining 
and transferring the title to the 
property are additional costs. 
Also the buyer may be charged 
pro rata for insurance and prop- 
erty taxes for part of the calen- 
dar year. These are the part of 
the insurance and taxes that ac- 
crue to the time of new owner- 
ship within the year.

Air - Conditioning No Longer 
Rarity, but Buying Isn’t Simple 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (UPI) — 
One of the things American fam- 
ilies have splurged on since 
World War II is air conditioners. 

Sales have multiplied rapidly. 
While air conditioning is not as 
common to every home as say 
television, it is no longer the 
rarity it was only a few years 
ago. 

There are still more families 
without air conditioning than 
have it. Many will put it in this 
year for the first time. Sooner 
or later they will discover that 
buying an air conditioner is no 
simple matter—or should not be. 

Various factors must be con- 
sidered and some of them are 
things about which the average 
persons knows little. For exam- 
ple, the Better Business Bureau 
points out in a booklet, there are 
two main ways to ward off sum- 
mer heat: Installation of a large 
conditioner which will cool your 
entire home, or use of a room 
air conditioner. Which type you 


install will depend on your needs

But in either case, the Bureau 
points out, the important thing 
to determine in advance is ‘‘Will 
it do the job?”’ In simplest terms 
that means does the unit have 
enough cooling capacity to do 
what you expect of it. 

You may have no idea of how 
much capacity you need. One 
way to find out is to ask a deal- 
er—if you know him and think 
he is reliable. Or ask several. 
Anyone who estimates your 
capacity need should first know 
the size of the room or house, 
the construction, use, and posi- 
tion in relation to the sun. Any- 
one who does not ask you for 
this information before he gives 
you an estimate may not be 
making the best possible evalu- 
ation. 


You. might prefer to ask an 
independent engineer or contrac- 
tor instead of a dealer. Some- 
times the local electric company 
has an expert who can help you. 
Most conditions now are rated

in British thermal units—BTU’s. 
This is usually a more precise 
guide to a unit’s cooling capac- 
ity than the old rating systems 
or horespower on tons. One 
BTU equals about as much heat 
as a burning match. The BTU 
rating indicates how much heat 
a unit will remove in an hour. 

Other pointers from the Better 
Business Bureau are: 


Find out if the firm selling the 
equipment also installs and serv- 
ices it. Check on the firm’s rep- 
utation. 

Price cutters often cannot as- 
sure proper installation or serv- 
ice. Some sell old and little- 
known models for which replace- 
ment parts are not readily avail- 
able. 

A good installer will make 
sure your house has wiring cap- 
able of carrying the unit’s elec- 
trical load. You may need to 
have such. wiring put in.

NEW YORK—This is the time 
of year when HOUSE FOR SALE 
signs blossom in suburbia thick- 
er than croci and dandelions. 
Most of them will sell, but the 
rate at which they will sell de- 
pends in large measure on what 
the seller has to offer. 

Most sellers—and not entirely 
from the buyer’s point of view— 
tend to have an exaggerated 
idea of what the old homestead 
will fetch. Original purchase 
price and the cost of improve- 
ments do have some bearing on 
the price a house will bring, but 


wee there are other factors in the 


equation too. Building cost 
trends, the appeal of your neigh- 


; borhood, the number of houses 
*. on the market and demand all 
wi have to be taken into account. 


Every seller, of course, hopes 
to resolve all these factors in 
his own favor, but real estate 
agents claim the only fault that 
many home owners share is the 
tendency to over-price. 

Make Sure. 

The price brought by houses 
similar to yours will give some 
indication of what you should be 
asking, but it’s not always easy 
to get a line on what your neigh-

get a lender willing to make an 
FHA loan may find he wants 
more than the minimum down 
payment. That’s one sign that 
money is tight enough for lend- 
ers to be choosy—and in most 
parts of the country such is the 
situation. 
New Schedules. 

A few months ago the mort- 
gage money supply was even 
tighter than it is now. That, 
FHA Commissioner Julian H. 
Zimmerman said, was reason 
enough to hold off putting into 
effect a reduction in FHA down 
payments authorized by con- 
gress in the summer of 1959. 

Recently, reporting the sup- 
ply of FHA loans had increased 
and was likely to fatten still 
more in the next few months, 
Zimmerman put the new cash 
payment schedule into effect. It 
applies to both new and existing 
houses bought with FHA loans. 

The following table shows 
some typical house prices and 
the old and new FHA minimum 
down payments: 

Old Down New Down 


Price Payment Payment 
$15,000 $ 650 $ 600 
$16,000 $ 800 $ 700

At all prices above $18,000, 
the new down payment is $500 
less than the old one. The new 
formula for computing the cash 
payment is this: 3 per cent of 
the first $13,500 of value; 10 
per cent of the next $4500; 30 


per cent of everything above 


$18,000. 

Applying the formula to the 
prices in the table, you will see 
there is some difference be- 
tween your result and the listed 
down payment. That’s because 
FHA drops the computed pay- 
ment to the next lower multiple 
of $50 on mortgages below $15,- 
000 and to the next lower multi- 
ple of $100 on mortgages above 
$15,000. 

That standardizes initial 
mortgage sizes and reduces the 


number of repayment tables 


FHA and lenders need to keep. 


In announcing the reductions, 
Zimmerman said ‘‘ we are con- 
fident that this will broaden the 
opportunities of home ownership 
for more American families.” 

The effect of a lower initial 
payment is twofold: It means 
a family can buy a house sooner 
because it needs to save less for 
the down payment; it also 
means a bigger loan to pay off 
and heavier monthly payments 
for interest and amortization. 

Bigger monthly payments 
mean the family needs a larger 
income to meet FHA credit 
standards. FHA usually allows 
monthly payments of 20 to 25 
per cent of a family’s take-home 
income. However, the rule is 
moderately flexible.

One way to make sure your 
own asking price won’t be exag- 
gerated—and thus out of line 
with the market—is to get an 
appraisal. You can get a Federal 
Housing Administration apprais- 
al at very low cost. The apprais- 
al will be conservative, but it 
will at least give you an idea 
of the lower limits of your range. 

A real estate broker will also 
be able to appraise your house 
in reasonably exact market 
terms and it’s probably a good 
idea to have several such experts 
take a look at it. That way you'll 
get a cross-section on value. 

Obvious Things. 

There are some obvious things 
you'll have to do if you’re going 
to realize full value. Make sure 
the house looks good from the 
outside. Paint the trim; patch up 
the lawn; make sure the shrub- 
bery is in good shape. Part of 
the battle lies in producing a 
package that will make a pros- 
pective buyer want to get out of 
his car and take a closer look. 

The same thing goes for the 
inside. Keep the place ship-shape 
particularly in storage places 
like the attic and basement. If 
they are cluttered, they are going 
to seem inadequate, no matter 
how much space they offer. 

One question you’re bound to 
run into is ‘“‘How much does it 
cost to run this house?’”’ Be pre- 
pared to answer fully. Take out 
your utility, heating and tax 
bills. Let the prospect look at 
them. Have your totals at hand 
and above all, don’t be vague. 
That only excites suspicion. 

Similarly, it’s a good idea to 
have a ready explanation as to 
why you want to sell. Never ex- 
plain your reasons for leaving in 
terms of the house and its dis- 
advantages. If these disadvan- 
tages are not overwhelming, you 
should get your best bid on the 
house within 30 days of putting 
it on the block. Don’t hold out 
too long for a better offer—other- 
wise you may wind up cutting 
your price tag substantially.

EVERY successfully deco- 
rated room must have a focal 
point—some large area of space 
which attracts the eye and holds. 
it. .Then all other decorating in 
the room can be subordinated 
to this particular area of in- 
terest. 


In rooms where a fireplace 
exists, it usually fills the bill.

The New Films" 


‘A Synthetic Paris 


“CAN-CAN,” which is being offered with much “ballyhoo 
at the AMBASSADOR THEATER, is something of a disap- 
pointment as an exposition of the gay life of a wicked Paris. 
It has three fairly good dance numbers, and some comic 
moments, But it is surprisingly deficient 
in over-all zest, is slow-paced, and lacks 
the charm and spirit of two musicals to 
which it might fairly be compared, “Gigi,” 
and “American in Paris.” 

The original Abe Burrows book has been 
changed to give Frank Sinatra a role as a 
sophisticated lawyer who is the friend of 
the rowdy Madame Pistache, who runs a night-club in Mont- 
marte suspected of offering the infamous can-can, a dance 
legally branded as lewd and lascivious. Shirley MacLaine 
plays Madame Pistache, and she has her own sparkle only 
slightly muffled by a huge blond wig, but she and Mr. 
Sinatra seem more like Forty-second and Broadway wise- 
crackers than Parisiennes. In fact the whole show adds up 
more to flashy Broadway musical than Montmarte, circa 1896. 
Two authentic Frenchmen, Louis Jourdan and Mautice 
Chevalier, play the crusading Judge Phillipe Forrestier and 
his more worldly colleague, Paul Barrier, but they are more 
subdued in the proceedings. 

The quainter characters have been eliminated and also 
some of the Cole Porter songs, most regrettably, ‘“Allez- 
vous-en,” since Miss MacLaine’s forte is not singing. A half- 
dozen have been retained, including ‘‘C’est Magnifique,” 
which has been reasonably well but not spectacularly done. 
Three Porter songs from earlier shows have been added—the 
suggestive “‘Let’s Do It,’’ “Just One of Those Things,” and 
“You Do Something to Me.’”” They don’t do anything to 
further a Parisienne atmosphere. The score isn’t Cole Porter 
at his best. 

The Todd-AO widescreen process makes for some beauti- 
ful shots, most particularly in the Garden of Eden ballet, 
which is the show’s best. number, Miss MacLaine does a 
bang-up burlesque Apache dance. The can-can number is 
lively. But rather than being vulgar, as described by Premier 
Khrushchev to the delight of Twentieth-Century Fox press 
agents, it is rather on the vigorously healthy side, except for 
one little incident, and actually doesn’t come across enough 
as the explosive, shrieking, magnificently earthy outburst it 
was on the stage. 

Abe Burrows had done better things in the wit department 
than his stage book and the additions certainly aren’t on the 
side of subtlety, as Sinatra making a play on the name Vir- 
ginia in talking about a girl. 


i riengte on Two Levels 

ROVIDING two widely contrasting roles for each of 
the three main characters in “CRACK IN THE MIRROR,” at 
the FOX, Producer Daryl F, Zannuck and Director Richard 
Fleischer have certainly provided Orson Welles, Bradford 
Dillman and Juliette Greco with a chance 
for a mass tour de force in acting. They 
play out the eternal triangle on two social 
levels in Paris—that of workers in.a slum, 
and among the haute monde. In each, the 
mature mistress of an aging man who still 
lives with him because of the money he 
can give her—on the poor side, a pitiful 
pittance of 30 francs a week—takes on a young lover. 

In the first, certainly made as seamy and sordid as could 
be, after a very frank scene in a bedroom only a few feet 
from the woman’s sleeping small daughters, the lovers be- 
come excited enough to rush into the kitchen and murder 
the drunken, bestial older man. They first try with a crowbar 
and then strangle him with a scarf. They cut up the body 
with a meat saw and try to dump it into an excavation, but 
are caught. The young lover — tries to place the 
guilt on the woman. 

The same thing is going on in upper social circles, only 
more elegantly. Here the older man, again played by Welles, 
is a powerful, arrogant and wealthy lawyer. The young man, 
Dillman, is his brilliant assistant, fretting under his em- 
ployer’s disdainful dominance. Miss Greco as the open 
mistress of the first and secret lover of the second, is, in 
contrast to the blowsy, sluttish dame of the first trio, beauti- 
ful, poised and patrician—but just as poisonous. The two 
story lines intermingle when the young lawyer decides to 
defend the woman accused of murder so as to gain fame 
for himself, and his boss out of pique, takes up the defense 
of the man co-defendant and cruelly double-crosses his young 
protege before kicking off with a heart attack. 

I suppose the point of Mark Canfield’s screen-play is 
that the case on a wealthier level, in spite of its veneer of 
sophistication in handling matters of passion is basically 
just as savage and cruel as on the earthier level. That may 
be true enough, but it leaves no one in a sympathetic light, 
and emerges as rather cold and intellectual. The picture is 
excellently done, however, and the performances are splendid 
—the contrasts in the alternate characters are amazing. 


Jolly Hospital 

FAR FROM being the grim abode of suffering and death 
as so often depicted, a male surgical ward in an English 
hospital is presented as the jolliest place ever in the English 
comedy, “CARRY ON, NURSE,” at the SHADY OAK. But

it’s all carefree wacky fun, and you soon 
be¢ome accustomed to the attitude with 
the screwball characters and often hilarious 
developments. 

The humor is sometimes a bit clinical, 
but basically innocent, so that it’s funny. 
The wildest sequence, one that should leave 
you shaking with mirth, is when a half- 
dozen of the convalescents, emboldened by a champagne 
party, decide to perform a do-it-while-you-learn operation, 
working from a medical textbook, to remove the bunion from 
the foot of a man-about-town anxious to leave to be with his 
mistress. The anesthetic gas is left on by mistake and the 
whole bunch are left rolling on the floor, giggling hysterically. 
Terence Longdon, Wilfred Hyde White, Shirley Eaton and 
Susan Stephen are among those mixed up in this amiable 
nonsense.

THE THING THAT makes “MASTERS OF THE CONGO 
JUNGLE,” different from many other well-made documen- 
taries showing the flora and fauna of the African jungle, is 
its exploration of the relation of primitive man to the natural 
world about him.

Varied Sleep Hequirements

‘(Dear Dr. Molner: 


I’M A WIDOW 67 years old 
and would like to know how 
much sleep I require. I some- 
times nap in the afternoon. I go 
to bed about 1 a.m., and wake 
at 5 or 6 a.m., drink coffee, then 
go back to bed but sometimes 
I can’t go to sleep again. What 
is the cause of this? I’ve heard 
people say an older person 
doesn’t require as much sleep. 

MRS. E, S.” 

It’s quite true that many older 
people do not require as much 
sleep as when they were young- 
er. And yet some seem to re- 
quire more. Certainly many get 
along well on eight hours, and 
a lot remain perfectly healthy 
with a good deal less sleep than 
that. If you, for example, did no 
napping or resting during the 
day, you’d probably soon find 
that you required more sleep at 
night. 

There’s nothing wrong with the 
way you do it—naps in the after- 
noon and less sleep at night. The 
important thing is to get enough 
sleep so that you feel rested and 
ready to get up again. The 
coffee may disturb your going 
back to sleep.

One woman was trying to grow 
fig vine indoors but couldn’t 
spray for mealy bug without 
ruining the walls. 

“You will simply have to 
choose,”” Mrs. Knapp told her 
firmly. ‘“‘Your walls or your fig 
vine.” 

“My problem,” said another 
woman, “is that I keep buying 
those beautiful big redwood con- 
tainers for the patio and the kids 
keep stuffing junk in them.” 
No answer to that either. 


Many questions had simple 
solutions. Why do gardenia 
leaves turn yellow when the 
plant is brought in each fall? 
You’ve waited too long. You 
should bring the gardenia in- 
doors while it’s still warm out- 
doors so there will be no dras- 
tic change in temperature. 
The same is true of poinsettias. 

What should you grow on the 
north side of the house? Aza- 
leas, rhododendrons, broad leaf 
evergreens. 

How can you rejuvenate old 
lilac bushes? Since lilacs cannot 
be pruned like other spring 
flowering shrubs without sacri- 
ficing next year’s blossoms, do 
it in stages. Cut one-third of the 
canes down to ground level each 
year for three years until only 
new canes remain. Keep old 
seed pods cut off to encourage 
new blooms. 

Sometimes people kill plants 
with kindness, as exemplified in 
the case history of the drying-up 
Potocarpus. 

“It’s been fed so heavily it’s 
developed a toxic condition,” 
Mrs. Knapp said. “Lawns and 
house plants are killed by over- 
feeding as well as by neglect. 

Occasionally the experts dis- 
agreed. Should geraniums be 
removed from pots or kept pot- 
bound to develop bloom? One 
said one thing, one another, but 
then doctors aren’t in full agree- 
ment on what causes chloresterol 
either.

Sometimes the experts were 
baffled as by Mrs. Edward 
Holscher’s diseased branch of 
Douglas Pine. A _ consultation 
was called with McMath, Krue- 
ger and fellow experts Joseph 
Chandlee, Walter Reese, even 
cactus specialist Lad Cutak. The 
diagnosis: ‘‘One of those things 
that’s going around.” 

‘In fact, it’s becoming an epi- 
demic in St. Louis county,” said 
Mrs. Knapp. “Dr. Anderson says 
even the nurserymen don’t know 
what to call it. Diseases of or- 
namental trees are back in the 
dark ages anyway because most 
research is done on commercial 
crops. Some nurserymen are 
spraying in hopes of controlling 
it, but at present all we can say 
is remove the diseased limbs 
quickly.” 

In other words: 
amputation. 

There’s no point in associating 
with professionals without pick- 
ing up a little free advice on 
your own problems, so I asked 
about some of my plants, not 
sick ones but those which fall 
in the category Mrs. Knapp de- 
scribes as ‘“‘surviving but not 
thriving.”

For azaleas, Mrs. Knapp 
feeds hers every week for six 
weeks after blooming with a 
weak solution of ammonium 
sulphate (two tablespoons to 
a gallon of water) and every 
two weeks with iron sulphate 
(one tablespoon to a gallon of 
water). She gives her orchids 
the air and water treatment 
but occasionally dips pot and 
all in fertilizer water. Rose 
specialist Reese said not to 
worry about acidity in the soil 
nround the roses; he even 
mprays his with epsom salts in 
the foliar feeding. 

Then there’s that pine tree, 
one in a long row of pines. It 
is the runt of the litter. No mat- 
ter how much we feed, spray, 
coddle, it refuses to grow. Even 
the needles are shorter. 

“Maybe,” said Mrs. Knapp 
speculatively, ‘“‘maybe it wants

Eleanor Roosevelt 
A ‘Great Debate’ 


NEW YORK, May 20. 

THE SUGGESTION made the other day by Adlai Steven- 
son would, I think, go a long way toward bringing real 
knowledge to the people about presidential candidates and 
their policies. 

Mr. Stevenson’s suggestion to have a “great debate” on 
television would be a real step forward in having a rational 
campaign conducted. 

I do not think anything is as good as actually seeing the 
candidates in person, but if they had this free time on the 
air and were obliged to engage in a debate with opposition 
candidates on issues during this time, I think the people 
would grow accustomed to listening and watching that hour 
on TV. They would get a far clearer concept of what was at 
stake and of which was the candidate best equipped by 
character and knowledge as well as experience to meet the 
issues of the future. . 


With.the summit conference in Paris ending before 
it even had a real chance to get started—and in an 
atmosphere that undoubtedly means that Premier 
Khrushchev will now devote himself to thinking of all 
the ways in which he can embarrass and irritate the 
West—we are going to need to know what plans the 
two major parties here have to meet one of the most 
serious situations that this country has ever blew up 
against. 


THAT WAS AN AMUSING PICTURE of Mr. Khrushchev 
attired in overcoat and hat chopping trees in France. Chop- 
ping trees is a good occupation to work off steam, and he 
certainly needs some such work that would do this. 

I was amused because I have a photograph of Queen 
Mary of England during World War II, which she asked me 
to bring to my husband to show him how interested she was 
in conservation in spite of the war. 

In the picture the Queen is attired in a suit with a fur 
boa, a hat and a veil and gloves. She has the end of a two- 
handled saw graped firmly in both hands, and on the other 
end is one of her Australian dispatch riders in uniform, 
Between them they are sawing off a dead limb. 


I never expected to see the representative of the 
Communist idea so closely following in the footsteps 
of a very fine but very royal lady in Great Britain. 


ONE CAN ONLY CONCLUDE from what has happened 
in Paris—since, of course, Mr. Khruschev knew that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower could not apologize any more than he 
himself could—that Mr. Khrushchev was in some way embar- 
rassed at home, and that fact forced him into making his 
final absurd demands. 


We can look now for complications in the 
European situation and for every possible irritation 
during the next few months. We had better do some 

- serious talking with our own Allies, so that we may 
now bring forth some proposals as quickly as possible 
in the United Nations, 


And these proposals must be Allied proposals for it is 
important that Mr. Khrushchev—who has already told us in a 
warning note that he has as much power as the West—know 
that the West acts together with combined strength.

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Why F lowers

WHEN WE WALK through the 
deep woods in mid-May, we real- 
ize there has come a lull in the 
blossoming of the wildflowers. 
Most of the delicate species of 
early spring have finished bloom- 
ing and are rounding out the 
cycle of their year by making 
seed: bloodroot, Dutchman’s 
breeches, hepatica, bluebell, dog 
tooth violet, Johnny-jump-up. 

Others are about to finish their 
season of flowering: wild hya- 
cinth, larkspur, most of our 
dozen species of phlox (some of 
these bloom until September), 
wild ginger, verbena, geranium. 

Some are now at the peak of 
their flowering season: colum- 
bine, true and false Solomon’s 
seal, shooting star,. Jack-in-the- 
pulpit, fire pink. Yet by and 
large, the total number of spe- 
cies blooming now is smaller 
than we found when May began 
—and it is smaller than we will 
find when we ago afield in June. 


Not all the factors which gov- 
ern the blossoming of wildflow- 
ers are known in detail, yet 
botanists have discovered many 
interesting things. We might 
assume, for example, that flow- 
ers merely bloom when they 
get good and ready; or when 
conditions of moisture and tem- 
perature are just right. The 
fact is that these things, which 
are highly variable, affect the 
development of the plant. But 
the opening of the flower bud 
is keyed to day length. This 
is to say that each flower 

. waits for an exact day length 
before opening. There are 
short-day flowers and long-day 
flowers; and the number of 
minutes between sunrise and 
sunset is more important in 
setting the dogwood blooming 
each spring than either the 
temperature or the rainfall, 


It is especially interesting that 
intensity of light seems to have 
little to do with this matter of 
flowering, so that flowers bloom 
about as well during a cloudy 
spring as a sunny one. This is 
true, at least, unless the plants 
have been severely damaged or 
held back by frost, drouth or 
extreme cold. Aside from this, 
it seems that the light-mechan- 
ism of the flower buds is so sen- 
sitive that even in cloudy weather 
the energy giving rays of the sun 
come through and cause them to 
open on time. Yet in spite of 
this, I suspect that the deep 
shade which covers the woodland 
floor after the leaves are full- 
grown has a different effect from 
a cloudy overcast and that this 
may be the cause of the mid-May 
lull in blossoming. 

Actually this lull will not last 
long. Woodland flowers ‘will 
never be as numerous again as 
they were in spring, but now the 
plants of field and glade and 
fencerow take over. Here they 
get the full effect of the length- 
ening day as we approach the 
summer solstice when the sun 
spends almost 15 hours above 
the horizon. And now we see a 
burst of color across the land- 
scape such as is not even 
matched by the lovely panorama 
of late April. Now the emphasis 
is on mass and on variety of 
color, perhaps with orange and 
yellow predominating but with 
whites, blues, purples and pinks 
following close behind. 

There is another difference 
between the short-day flowers 
of early spring and the long- 
day flowers of mid-summer. 
Spring flowers are succulents 
and have almost no woody 
characteristics, so that they 
build both plant bodies and 
blossoms quickly. Summer flow- 
ers are normally long-stalked 
and with many leaves, so that 
they take a long time to grow. 
Some, like the big silphiums, 
sunflowers and Joe Pye weed, 
actually take so long to build 
bodies that they become short- 
day flowers again and bloom in 
autumn. But the milkweeds, car- 
rots, daisies and other middle- 
sized annuals and perennials 
generally come in the long-day 
classification. 


Some years ago the Ar- 
boretum at Gray Summit 
listed the blossoming dates of 
all their wildflowers and 
found two distinct peaks oc- 
curring in late April and mid- 
June. And here again, rainfall
